Salary 

Cash  lncoi..e  frou  farm  marketings  and  Government  oayments  in  January 
totaled  1,097  million  dollars,   as  comr)fred  with  75'^  million  dollars  in 
Januery  last  year  and  the  revised  total  of  1,235  million  in  December.  In- 
come from  all  major  grou^os  of  farm  products  in  January  was  u'o  sharti-ly  from 
January  19^1,  and  Government  payments  also  were  larger.     The  greatest  in- 
creases were  in  income  from  oil-hearing  crops  and  from  vegetables.  Sharply 
higher  prices  of  these  products  accompanied  "by  increased  marketings,  re- 
sulted in  an  income  twice  a.s  large  as  in  January  last  year.  Government 
pajnnents  in  January  totaled  111  million  dollars  compared  v/ith  SJ  million 
in  Jajiuary  19^1  and  8^  million  dollars  in  December. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  in  January  totaled  336  million  dollars, 
h$  percent  more  than  in  January  last  year.     Income  from  crovs  and  from  live- 
stock and  livestock  products  recorded  about  the  same  percentage  increases. 
Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed  in  Jemiary  — sharply  higher  than  in 
January  19^1  — v/as  augmented  to  sor.e  eytcnt  by  the  redemption  ajid  sale  of 
cotton  -olaced  under  loan  last  year.  ■  Returns  from  tobacco  increased  less 
than  returns  from  most  other  cro^os,  as  sales  in  January  v/ere  relatively 
light  folloifing  the  unusually  heavy  movement  in  December.    Returns  from 
poultry  and  eggs  showed  the  largest  increase  of  any  group  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  but  marketings  of  most  livestock  -oroducts  were  considerably 
larger  than  in  January  last  year  and  prices  also  were  u'o  shar-^ly.  Income 
from  poultry  and  eggs  was  60  "oercent  higher  than  in  January  19^1;  returns 
from  meat  ejiimals  v;ere  ut)  52  "oercent;  and  returns  from  dairy,  25  "oercent. 
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Although  prices  of  fsrrn  -nroduct!?  in  January  were  h  -oorcent  hi£^her 
than  in  Decem'ber,  farm  incoiiie  declined  slightly  irore  than  usual  from  Decemher 
to  January  "becsuse  of  the  {greater  than  usual  decline  in  marketings  of  crops. 
The  declines  in  marketings  of  grains,  fruits,  and  tohacco  were  particularly 
marked,  accoiinting  for  the  decline  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  in- 
ccme  from  crc^^s  fron  I2U.5  percent  of  the  l^?U—2^  average  in  December  to 
120.0  ^"lercent  in  January.     Income  from  liyestoch  and  livestock  products 
declined  ahout  the  usual  seasonal  amount.     Income  from  dairy  products  de- 
clined r.lightly  instead  of  increa.sing  from  December  to  Ja.nuary,  hut  incor.a 
fron  -ooultry  and  eggs  declined  much  less  than  usual.     The  index  number  of 
total  income  from  farm  marketings  declined  after  adjusttaent  for  seasonal 
variation  from  13^.0  riercent  in  December  to  131-5  percent  in  January. 

Cash  income  from  farm  miarketings  during  the  nezt  few  months  is  ex- 

pected  to  continv-.e  sharplj'  higher  than  in  the  same  period  a  year  earlier, 

but  the  Tjercentage  increase  over  tlie  corres;oonding  months  of  last  year  may 

decline  as  th.e  year  progresses,   since    rices  of  farm,  products  a-dvanced 

shar"Dly  from.  Karch  to  Se-otember  last  year.     Present  prospects  are  that  with 

the  supply  of  fresh  vegetables  for  v/inter  and  scoring  markets  somewhat  larger 

this  year  than  Ipst,  and  with  "orices  of  fresh  vegetables  and  -oota^toes  much 

higher  now  than  in  the  early  months  of  15^1,  retxirns  from  vegetables  in  the 

next  fev;  months  are  likely  to  be  much  larger  than  in  corresponding  months 

of  last  year.    Returns  from  other  cro"os  also  are  expected  to  be  somewhat 

larger,  "oossibly  augmented  to  some  extent  by  the  redemption  of  commodities 

placed  under  loan  l&st  year.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 

is  cxx.octed  to  continue  larger  than  in  I'^^l,  and  Government  payments  in  the 

first  half  of  l^hz  are  likely  to  be  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  same  period 
of  last  year.

The  revised  estinate  ot  cash  income  from  fprm  marketings  and  G-orernment 
payments  for  iJecer.'ber  l^-l-l  wac  47  "D-ircent  higher  than  in  DecemlDer  19'+0.  Sharp 
increases  in  incon.e  were  recorded,  in  all  raejor  geo^^raphic  divisions,   and  in- 
come was  hi.gher  than  in  the  nrevic.is  December  in  all  Str-tes  except  South 
Carolina,  Montana,  Colorado  and  Ore^^on.     In  these  States  sharp  declines  in 
incoraes  from  crops  more  than  offset  the  increased  income  from  live-tock,  and 
income  from  fa.rm  marketings  was  slightly  ].ower.     In  South  Carolina  Government 
"payments  also  iv-ere  sharply  lo\;er  thrji  the  relatively  large  payments  in 
Decem-her  l^ko.     The  rm  marketings  aaid  G-overnment 

pajrments  ir  t]ie  remaining  States  raoaged  from  6  percent  in  Idaho  to  more  than 
100  percent  in  Oklalioma  and  ITorth  Dakota. 

The  decline  in  incom.e  from  ilovem.'ber  to  December  was  much  less  than 
usual  in  the  East  ITortn  Central  and  South  Central  regions,  and  in  the  V/est 
iTorth  Central  income  increased  from  ITovember  to  December  inctead  of  making 
the  usual  decline.     Relatively  heavy  marketings  of  m.eat  animals,  grains,  and 
cotton,  and  the  'onusually  heavy  movement  of  tohficco  from  Kentucky  and  sur- 
rounding Stftes,  largely  accounted  for  the  relati'/ely  large  income  in  the?e 
regions.     In  the  Eorth  end  Soutii  Atlantic  States,  income  mrde  ahout  the  usual 
seasonal  chai:ige,  and  in  the  Western  States  the  decline  in  income  v/as  slightly 
more  tnan  usue.1,  following'  the  relat-ively  heavy  m.ovement  of  fruits  and  grains 
in  Octoler  snd  Novemher.  * 

Sstiff.a^tes  of  19^1  cash  income  are  given  "by  States,   in  tahles  3.  ^  S-nd 
5,  together  v;ith  comparisons  with  er.rlier  yea.rs.     The  estimates  in  these 
tables  are  the  snnuai  eFtimates  of  income  rath^er  than  the  sum  of  the  m<onthly 
estimates,  and  include  revisions  for  3o;ne  commodities,  "based  uuon  data,  which 
were  not  available  at  the  time  the  monthly  estimates  of  income  vere  prepared. 
The  percentage  changes  in  income  from  15^+0  to  IQ^^l  in  the  chart  on  the  first 
page  of  this  renort  are  also  based  upon  the  rnn".ail  estim.a.tes  of  income. 

Effrct!^  of  the  tuiusually  favora'Dle  weather  in  ohe  I'ississippi  Yalley 
and  Great  Plain  States  UDon  far::!  income  in  l^^l  is  reflected  in  tifie  percentage 
changes  in  income  over  the  r.revious  year.     The  greatest  increases  in  income 
were  in  Mlsei  ssiiTni,  Arkansa,s,  I'orth  Dakota,  and  Kansas  v/here  conditions  for 
crop  production  vrere  about  average,  but  income  was  higher  than  in  IQ^O  in 
everj--  State  erce-nt  Soufn  Carolina.     This  State  v/as  n.articulaurly  hard-hit  by 
the  drought  which  prevniled  in  most  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Sts.tes  during  the 
past  summer,  and  marketings  of  most  crop's  were  sliarply  lov/er  than  in  19^0. 
In  all  of  the  Eastern  States  except  ITorth  Carolina,  the  increase  in  income 
was  much  less  than  the  average  for  the  ccantry  as  a  v/hole.    This  was  due  in 
part  to  the  anustially  dry  season.     In  ITorth  Carolina,  the  sharply  higher 
income  from  tobaxico  tran  in  19^0  was  an  imTortant  factor  in  raising  tne 
income  in  that  State  above  the  avergige  for  tne  country  as  a.  whole. 

The  effects  of  increased  crop  proa.iction  and  advancing  farm  prices  upon 
the  farm  income  in  15^1  are  C--.£rted  on  the  opposite  pag:e.    Because  of  the 
general  advance  in  prices  of  farm  products,  income  in  all  regions  of  the 
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country  increased  more  than  average  as  the  year  orogressed  "but  the  increases 
were  much  more  marked  in  the  Centre  1  regions  of  tiie  country,  r)rrticularly 
in  the  './est  ITorth  Central  and  South  Central  regions  where  marked  increases 
in  crop  production  accom"OPJiied  the  a.dvance  in  trices. 

North  Atlantic  States 

Cash  farm  income  including  Government  payments  in  December  totaled 
36  percent  more  than  in  Decemher  I9U0  as  a  result  of  shariD  increases  in  re- 
turns iDoth  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.     The  greatest 
increase  in  income  was  in  Maine,  where  returns  from  -ootatoes  were  more  than 
3  times  as  large  as  in  Decemher  19^0  and  total  income  for  the  State  was 
nearly  twice  as  large.     In  tue  remaining  States,  the  increase  in  income 
ranged  from  I7  percent  in  New  Jersey  to  M-0  loercent  in  Rhode  Island. 

For  the  year  19^1.  income  in  the  ITorth  Atlantic  region  totaled  I7 
"oercent  more  than  in  IQ^O  with  increases  ranging  from  8  percent  in  Maine  to 
20  "oercent  in  Hew  York.     The  increase  in  income  in  this  region  was  less  than 
in  any  other  region  of  the  country,  the  small  increase  resulting  in  part  from 
the  fact  that  nrices  in  th.is  area  are  usually  higher  than  in  most  other  re- 
gions, so  that  although  the  actual  increase  in  prices  of  most  products  was 
about  the  same  in  this  region  as  in  others,  the  percentage  increase  was  much 
sm.aller.     The  smaller  increase  in  income  was  also  due  in  Toart  to  the  rela-*" 
tively  low  -orices  of  potatoes  during  much  of  the  year,  and  the  relatively 
dry  weather  in  the  growing  season. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  r)ayments  in  Deceraher 
totaled       percent  more  than  in  December  I94O.     Increases  in  the  different 
States  ranged  from  29  percent  in  Ohio  to  69  percent  in  Wisconsin.  Returns 
"both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  were  sharply  higher  than  in  the  previous 
Decem'ber  in  all  States  of  the  region,  and  Government  i-iayments  for  the  re- 
gion as  a  whole  v/ere  somewhat  higher. 

Income  for  the  year  19^1  also  viras  sha.rply  higher  in  all  States  of  the 
region,  the  increases  ranging  from  25  rjercent  in  Michigan  to  J)6  -oercent  in 
V/isconsin,  and  averaging  30  percent  for  the  region  as  a  v;hole.     Income  from 
crops  during  the  yeer  v/as  29  percent  higher  than  in  19^0  while  the  increases 
in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  amounted  to  35  percent. 

West  North  Central  States 

The  relatively  heavy  marketings  of  livestock  from  this  region  in 
Decem'ber  was  an  imr)crtant  factor  in  the  '^lO-'pevcent  increase  in  income,  in- 
cluding Government  -oayments  as  compared  with  Decem'ber  19^0.     Increases  in 
income  ranged  from  23  "oercent  in  Ne'braska  to  125  percent  in  North  Dakota, 
where  marketings  of  'both  crops  and  livestock  were  much  higher  than  usual  in 
Decem'ber.    Total  income  from  cattle  and  hogs  in  this  region  in  Decem'ber  was 
71  percent  higher  than  in  the  "orevious  Decem'ber.    Returns  from  "poultry  also 
were  higher.     Income  from  dairy  •orod'.icts  was  ur)  only  moderately,  as  milk 
production  v/as  slightly  lower  and  "orices  of  butterfat  v/ere  only  slightly 
higher  than  in  December  19^+0, 
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Income  diirirg  19-+1  wrs  r-hErply  higher  tha.".  in  19-^-0  in  Liost  States  of 
this  region,  "but  the  increase  in  llebrasl:a  vas  much  less  than  in  the  remaining 
States  "because  of  the  shan  droTO  in  Governrient  payments.     Payments  on  the 
19'tI  progran  have  "been  made  much  later  than  usual  in  this  region,  and  for 
the  region  as  a  v/hole  they  were  only  a^bout  tv/o  thirdc  as  irrge  as  in  19^0. 
In  ITe'Draska  they  amounted  to  or.ly  one  third  of  the  "oaynientc  of  15^0.  Be- 
cause of  the  later  payments  on  the  I9U1  rjrograra,  pajTaents  in  tYis  region 
in  the  ne;t  few  raonths  ai'e  expected  to  he.  larger  than  in  the  early  months 
of  19^1. 

South  Atlantic  States 

In  South  Carolina  income  from  farm  nerketings  and  Government  payments 
in  Decemher  v.^as  only  SO  f^ercent  as  high  as  in  the  previous  December,  hut  in 
the  remaining  States  income  ranged  from  21  -nercent  to       percent  higher.  A 
decline  of  I9  "oercent  in  the  income  from  crops  and  the  shai"p  decline  in 
Government  T-)ayinents  in  South  Gerolina  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  income 
from  livestock. 

Income  from  faz-m  marketings  and  Government  T^avments  in  194-1  was  2  per- 
cent less  than  in  l^hO  in  South  Carolina,  hut  in  the  remaining  States,  income 
ranged  from  1^  percent  to  ho  r?ercent  higher.     The  greatest  increase  over  19^ 
v/as  in  ITorth  Carolina,  vhere  returns  from  tohacco  vere  sharply  higher.  In- 
come from  crops  in  Delaware  and  Georgia  v;as  only  slightly  larger  than  in  19^0, 
and  th.e  increase  in  returns  in  these  States  v/as  less  than  in  other  States  of 
the  region  exce'ot  South  Carolina. 

South  Central  Stat e s 

Income  including  Government  -oajTnents  in  Tecemoer  v-as  12  percent  higher 
than  in  December  19^0,  the  increases  ranging  from  50  percent  in  7exas  to 
122  percent  in  Oklahoma..    Returns  both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  v;ere  sharply  higher  in  all  States  of  the  region.  Income 
in  Zentuckjr-  vras  increased  sharoly  by  the  relatively  large  sales  of  tobacco, 
and  in  Louisiana  returns  from  sugarcane  and  rice  v;ere  sharply  higher  than  in 
December  19^0.    Most  of  the  increase  in  income  from  evens  in  the  remaining 
States  resulted  from  increased  returns  from  cotton. 

For  the  year  19-'-l,  income  from  farm  marketings  was  59  percent  higher 
than  in  IPUO,   and  inco:..e  including  Governm.eht  payments  vias  up  J)S  percent. 
All  States  of  the  region  reported  substantial  increases  in  income,  but  the 
increase  in  Louisiana  was  much  less  than  in  the  remaining  States,  largely 
becatise  of  the  relatively  small  marketings  of  cotton. 

Western  States 

The  "!:)ercentage  change  in  income  from  December  1^'40  to  December  19^1 
varied  considerably  among  the  States  of  this  region.     In  Oregon,  Colorado, 
and  Montana,  December  income  was  less  than  in  December  19*^0  because  of  the 
sham  decline  in  marketings  of  crcos,  whereas  in  Nev/  Mexico,  Arizona,  and 
Nevada,   income  was  sharply  higher,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  relatively 
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heavy  market ing  of  crops.    Returns  fron  livestock  in  Decemtier  were  relatively 
high  for  all  States  in  the  region,  averaging  57  percent  more  than  in  the 
previous  Decenher. 

All  Sta.tes  in  t';is  reg-.on  recorr'ed  a.  substantial  increase  in  incorae 
in  19^1        compared  v:ith  19^0.     The  increases:  ranged  from  I7  percent  in 
Wyoming  and  i'lev;  Mexico,  w.here  returns  iron  livestock  v*ere  relatively  low,  to 
about  Uo  pe:-cent  in  ^iXizona  and  V/ashington,  v.-here  returns  from  crops  v^ere  up 
somewhat  more  thjai  in  other  States  of  the  region.
